can  culture,  whether  it  be  in 
Schenectady,  Hornbeck,  or  Man- 
sura,"  the  Alexandria  attorney 
stated. 

He  suggested  adequate  stand- 
ards of  attainment,  which  cannot 
be  reached  if  a  passing  grade  is 
automatic.  He  further  emphasized 
the  need  of  subject  matter  for 
high  school  teachers  at  the  grad- 
uate level  as  well  as  the  need  for 
recognition  of  good  teachers  by 
salary  and  prestige. 

McSween  pointed  out  the  need 
for  a  closer  liaison  between  our 
colleges  and  universities,  through 
their  education  departments,  and 
the  public  schools,  through  their 
proper  representatives.  "If  pro- 
fessional influence  permeates  and 
everyone  knows  about  actual  edu- 
cation problems,  your  school  sys- 
tem will  shed  most  of  the  disabi- 
lities which  usually  affect  local 
government,"  predicted  Mc- 
Sween.

WHAT    WILL     N.S.C.     BE     IN     1965? 


Northwestern  State  College  is 
making  every  effort  to  provide 
the  necessary  dormitory  and 
classroom  space  to  meet  the  in- 
creasing demands  made  upon  the 
College  for  both.  A  brief  review 
of  the  situation  will  point  up  some 
of  our  problems. 

Statisticians  have  been  writing 
long  articles  and  publishing  fig- 
ures showing  the  tremendous 
gains  within  the  last  decade  in 
student  enrollment  in  elementary 
schools  and  in  secondary  schools, 
as  well  as  more  recent  increases 
at  the  college  level.  They  are 
predicting  a  terrific  surge  that 
will  overflow  the  colleges  and 
universities  of  the  nation  during 
the  next  decade. 

In  a  democracy  like  ours,  it  is 
the  common  belief  that  every 
child  has  a  right  to  an  educa- 
tion; and  that  right  to  an  educa- 
tion extends  through  the  college 
as  well  as  the  secondary  school, 
the  upper  limits  depending  upon 
the  mental  capacity  and  the  op- 
portunities of  the  individual. 

Our  steadily  increasing  popula- 
tion,  with   the   resultant  increas- 


ing demands  for  educational  faci- 
lities, presents  two  very  serious 
problems  to  our  educational  sys- 
tem. These  are  the  continued 
construction  of  additional  class- 
room space  and  the  training  of 
more  and  more  teachers  to  fill 
the  new  positions  that  are  being 
created.  In  addition  to  the  new 
positions  opened,  there  is  a  loss 
each  year  in  teaching  personnel 
who  are  leaving  the  profession 
for  various  and  sundry  reasons. 
The  demand  has  exceeded  and 
will  continue  to  exceed  the  sup- 
ply. These  facts  are  not  new,  and 
merely  emphasize  problems  with 
which  most  of  us  are  familiar. 

Another  fact  that  cannot  be 
ignored  in  the  shortage  of  teach- 
ers is  the  economic  picture.  When 
graduates  of  colleges  and  univer- 
sities look  for  a  vocation,  the  re- 
wards offered  by  business  and 
industry  are  usually  more  at- 
tractive than  the  financial  re- 
wards offered  by  teaching. 

What  About  the  Colleges? 

When  this  tidal  wave  of  post- 
war babies  rolls  into  higher  edu- 


cation, presumably  beginning 
about  the  middle  of  the  1960's, 
the  colleges  will  find  it  extreme- 
ly difficult  to  furnish  the  facili- 
ties and  the  instructional  staff 
necessary  to  accommodate  such 
an  influx  of  students. 

Let  us  bring  the  problem  home 
to  Northwestern  State  College 
The  Louisiana  Commission  on 
Higher  Education  completed  a 
survey  of  the  colleges  of  Louisi- 
ana several  years  ago.  This  re- 
port was  printed  in  1955.  One 
item  in  the  report  was  a  predict- 
ed enrollment  for  each  of  the 
colleges   in   the   future. 

The  enrollments  predicted  for 
Northwestern  State  College  were 
1879  in  1955-56;  2718  in  1960-61; 
3212  in  1965-66;  and  3829  in  1970- 
71.  Let  us  compare  the  predicted 
figures  with  the  actual  enroll- 
ments. In  1955  the  fall  enrollment 
at  N.  S.  C.  was  2200  and  in  1956 
the  number  was  2328. 

One  important  fact  affecting 
the  future  enrollments  at  N.  S.  C. 
is  the  population  figure  for  the 
area  surrounding  Natchitoches. 
There  are  no  large  centers  of 
population  and  very  few  large 
towns,    with    the      exception      of 


Alexandria,  in  the  entire  area  en- 
closed by  lines  running  across  the 
State  extending  fifty  miles  north 
and  fifty  miles  south  of  Natch- 
itoches. (Shreveport  lies  outside 
this  line). 

This  fact  alone  limits  the  num- 
ber of  students  who  can  com- 
mute, thus  creating  a  demand  for 
more  dormitory  space  to  house 
them  on  the  campus  Presenl 
housing  facilities,  completed  and 
under  construction,  will  properly 
house  1701  students  on  the  cam- 
pus, exclusive  of  the  veterans 
apartments.  Any  additional  num- 
bers must  be  crowded  in  by  plac- 
ing three  where  two  should  be 
or  four  where  there  is  room  for 
three.  And  remember,  the  tidal 
wave  of  students  knocking  at  our 
door  for  admission  has  not  reach- 
ed us  yet. 

There  is  no  use  kidding  our- 
selves about  what  will  have  to 
be  done  for  Northwestern  State 
College  to  give  the  maximum 
service  to  the  people  of  our  state 
who  are  here  and  who  will  be 
coming  to  this  institution  in  the 
future  for  the  training  it  has  to 
offer  them. 

Since  the  college  is  not  in  a 
metropolitan  center  or  even  a 
medium-sized  city,  and  since  the 
commuting  of  students  is  limited 
to  a  small  percentage,  it  is  im- 
perative that  additional  dormit-

Coach  Huey  Cranford  and  his 
basketball  team  begin  the  last 
lap  of  their  1957-58  season  with 
four  conference  games  remaining 
on  the  schedule.  All  the  remain- 
ing games  will  be  played  away 
from  home. 

They  start  the  finish  drive  with 
a  season  record  of  16  won  and  7 
lost.  In  the  Gulf  States  Confer- 
ence the  Demons  have  a  5-1  re- 
cord. McNeese  State  College  is 
leading  the  conference  with  an  8-

ory  space  or  housing  of  some  sort 
be  made  available  to  them.  Capi- 
tal outlay  at  state  colleges  for 
building  purposes  is  becoming 
harder  to  get  through  legislative 
appropriation  because  legislators 
do  not  see  and  feel  the  need 
keenly   enough. 

The  dormitories  and  dining 
facility  now  under  construction 
are  being  financed  through  a 
federal  loan.  The  revenues  from 
such  buildings  are  pledged  to  re- 
pay this  loan  and  cannot  be  used 
to  pay  for  additional  construc- 
tion. 

Additional  monies  must  be  ap- 
propriated for  new  facilities  if 
Northwestern  is  to  fulfill  its 
potential  in  service  to  the  state. 
It  is  up  to  you  and  all  the  friends 
of  this  institution  to  impress  upon 
the  legislature  the  real  need  for 
adequate  housing  facilities  for 
out  students. 

This  institution  has  been  serv- 
ing the  state,  and  serving  it  well, 
for  three-quarters  of  a  century;

Miss   Modern   Florence   Nightingale   of   West   Bank 


In  this  modern  day  of  select- 
ing Miss  America,  Miss  New  Or- 
leans, Miss  Anyplace,  or  Miss 
Anywhere,  if  there  were  a  com- 
petition for  "Miss  Modern  Flor- 
ence Nightingale,"  the  people  of 
the  West  Bank,  Algiers  to  Grand 
Isle,  would  select  Miss  Ernestine 
Emmett,  a  public-health  nurse 
for  the  Jefferson  Parish  Health 
Unit,  according  to  a  recent  story 
in  the  Westbank  Herald. 

Miss  Emmett,  B.S.  in  Nursing, 
'55,  endeared  herself  to  the  peo- 
ple of  Grand  Isle  during  hurri- 
cane "Flossy"  last  year,  when 
she  spent  many  days  and  long 
hours  in  aiding  the  stricken  peo- 
ple of  that  area.  As  one  Grand 
Isle  resident  recalled,  she  per- 
formed services  beyond  the  line 
of  duty  and  earned  for  herself 
a  permanent  niche  in  the  hearts 
of  the  people  of  that  community. 

Her  dedicated  devotion  to  her 
nursing  profession  as  exhibited 
by  her  ability  to  cheer,  comfort, 
and  help  her  patients — has  been 
an  inspiration  to  those  who  have 
come  in  contact  with  her.

Returning  to  school,  she  finish- 
ed her  work  for  the  3-Year  Diplo- 
ma and  obtained  her  "Registered 
Nurse"  title  in  1953  after  passing 
the  State  Nurse  Examiners 
Board   examination. 

She  worked  for  the  late  Dr. 
Henry  LaRocca  at  his  clinic  in 
Algiers  for  a  year  before  return- 
ing to  finish  her  B.S.  in  Nursing 
in  1955.  After  graduation  she  be- 
came a  full-time  nurse  with  the 
Jefferson  Health  Unit,  being  as- 
signed to  the  section  including 
part  of  Marrero  and  Grand  Isle. 

During  hurricane  "Flossy"  Miss 
Emmett  and  three  other  nurses 
spent  four  days  on  Grand  Isle, 
working  day  and  night  with  little 
or  no  rest.  After  the  emergency 
she  continued  working  two  days 
each  month  at  the  clinic  there. 

Nothing  spectacular  or  roman- 
tic or  thrilling  -  just  doing  a  job 
that  had  to  be  done  -  but  the 
people  of  the  "West  Bank"  will 
tell  you  quickly  their  selection 
for  Miss  Modern  Florence  Night- 
ingale, and  that  is  Miss  Ernestine 
Emmett,  the  lovely  young  nurse 
from   Algiers.
